KESWICK ASSAULT 
LENGTHY CASE 
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IN ENGLAND 



Ward Phelan of Toronto ap- 
peared at Newmarket Police 
Court Tuesday on charges of 
failing: to register and vagrancy- 
lie was represented by Lewis 
Raxlen of Toronto. 

••On October 29th, the accused 
was brought to the Newmarket 
Police Station by Constable Jar- 
dine." testified Constable James 
Sloss. "The following morning I 
saw Phelan in the cells and asked 

him for his registration card. He 
stated that he didn't have one, 
and didn't know he had to re- 
gister. He had been out of the 
country at the time of registra- 
tion, in August." 

"I had been in Toronto for a 
few days, and had a commission 
in the air force in view," said 
Phelan. who is an aviator. "I 
have been in New Zealand for 
the past two and one half to three 
years, and intended to go straight 
in the air force. Is it compulsory 
for commissioned officers to 
register?" 

"Everyone must register," re- 
plied Crown Attorney Mathews. 

The accused could not remem- 
ber when he had arrived back in 
Canada, but suggested that his 
wife, who was present in court, 
might remember. 

"We left New Zealand on the 
10th of September and came 
.straight to Toronto, "'said Mrs. 
Phelan, "I think we were in 
Toronto about the first of 
October." 

.The charge of vagrancy was 
dismissed. .Mr. Mathews stated 
that another charge would be 
laid, and asked for an adjourn- i

NEWMARKET FAIR 
BROUGHT TO LIFE 



A link with the forgotten past 
was unearthed last week by "D" 
Company. While digging a 

trench on the south side of the 
race track, their spades uncover- 
ed an ancient green coloured pop 
or "soda water" bottle, made in 
Whitby in 1869. 

It was learned that the whole 
south side of the race track was 
once covered with many ornate 
frame buildings - - headquarters 
of the famous Newmarket Exhi- 
bition of other years. 

This Exhibition, we are told. 
was once one of the largest, most 
well-attended country fairs in 
Ontario, and a buggy ride to the 
"Newmarket . Agricultural 
Grounds" was a big event in the 
lives of many York Township 

residents. 

It was doubtless one of those 
gay rural people of another age 
who tossed the empty "sody" bot- 
tle, little knowing it would be 
unearthed seventy-one years later 
by a grim soldier of the Twent- 
ieth Century. 

As the years passed by, a series 
of disastrous fires swept away 
the Newmarket Fair Ground

buildings one by one. Several 
years ago, another mysterious tire 
swept away the grandstand. The 
present grandstand was the gift 
of Abe Orpen. well-known Tor- 
onto racing promoter, and is a 
comparatively new structure. 

The only remaining building of 
the original Newmarket Fair is 
now the long, boarded-up shed 
at the south-cast end of the race 
track, which was once the poultry 
house of the Newmarket Exhibi- 
tion. 

Times pass and scenes contin- 
ually change, but it does seem a 
bit tragic that the delightful 
country fair ground of a few 
years ago, where farmers showed 
their prize pumpkins, where stal- 
lions reared, where b u x o m 
country housewives vied with 
each other at baking apple pies, 
should become the theatre of 
grim military training which it 

is to-day.

The loss of foreign ex- 
change is also important. For a long period of years past 
the British coal trade has set longing eyes upon the 
Canadian market. There has been a satisfactory demand 
for Welsh anthracite, but our output of the latter Ls limited 
and it is the market for bituminous coal which has been 
so temptingly out of reach for exporters in this country. 
Some Scotch coal has gone across the Atlantic in dribs 
and drabs, mainly by virtue of the fact that shipping 
moving out from this side has taken it as ballast rather 
than outward cargo; Nevertheless, it is rather galling to 
think that shopowners have to buy sand ballast for so 
many of their vessels making the trip out to Canada, al- 
though the Dominion imports large quantities of bitum- 
inous coal from the United States. In the ordinary way 
nobody would blame Canada, since she sells much of her 
own produce in the U.S.A., and the coal imported into the 
Dominion from the States^ has established itself over a 
long period of years both as regards price and quality. 
However, we are now at war, freely pooling our best 
efforts and it does not seem unreasonable to ask the in- 
dustrialists, of Canada to help our coal trade in its distress, 
particularly as such a policy would conserve the dollar 
resources required for other purposes, — The Syren,

PREPAID HOSPITAL PLAN 



Hospital and other attendant charges have put many 
a struggling family so deep in the red that in frequent 
cases it has almost been a lifetime struggle to emerge from 
under the load. When sickness comes the family does not 
count the cost until the patient has recovered, comments 
the Renfrew Mercury. It is not that hospital service is un- 
duly high but no matter what the rate is it weighs heavily 
on the finances of the average family. The decision of the 
Ontario Hospital Association, to provide prepaid hospital 
care at low cost available to employee groups all over On- 
tario should do much to mitigate a situation that has long 
called for action. ■ 

The plan as approved, will provide a maximum of 
twenty days 1 hospital care annually for a member at a fee 
of fifty cents per month. For another fifty cents monthly 
a member's family will get similar protection. Subscribers 
desiring semi-private accommodation in hospitals will pay 
a fee of seventy-five cents monthly. All may select their 
own hospitals and doctors but the covering is for hos-pital 
expenses only. Arrangements have been made for putting 
the plan into effect early in 1941.

SCREEN SNAPSHOTS 
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I have had ever so many re- 
quests that I write more about 
the life our six Newmarket 
soldier boys of the Royal Regi- 
ment of Canada are living away 
up on the edge of the Arctic 
circle, so recently the land of the 
midnight sun, so once again I'll 
make that the subject for a Gold- 
en Glow article. 

It takes over a month for 
letters to arrive from that far 
place — and » correspondence in 
consequence is not exactly -satis- 
factory, for you have to wait 
two months for an answer to 
every querry. It does seem a 
long while to wait to receive as- 
surance that the parcels we send 
have arrived safely, but they DO 
arrive, so we must just keep on 
packing them, and starting them 
off regularly — especially now 
when the dark season is before 
them! 

A letter dated early in October 
stated that it was dark by seven 
o'clock, and presently they will 
be in the dark by 3 p.m.. with 
only a -few hours of daylight, or 
semi-daylight in the middle of 
the day. They have candles for 
light, but if they are situated 
near one of the glacier streams, 
they may manage to generate 
electricity and so have electric 
lights, for there are many fast- 
rushing rivers, indeed raging 
torrents with mighty waterfalls 
which could supply power for all 
their needs. However, on out- 
post duty, they no doubt use 
tents, and of course candles. 

In one letter one of our boys 
tells of being on an island to the 
south of the mainland, and of 
some lumber having been 
brought for their use, and of how 
the people there envied them, 
for as you may know by now, 
from my other articles, there are 
j no trees on the Island, only a few 
scrub bushes and a few imported 
silver birches that are cultivated 
and highly treasured. No fruit 
trees! No beautiful hard maples 
like ours here in Ontario! ! 

At long last, we begin to ap- 
preciate the fact that Icelandic 
farmers had quite a hard time 
guarding their scanty fence - 
posts, -after our boys arrived on 
that unhospiUible shore. Why 
fence-posts in Iceland are sort of 
heirlooms! They arc handed 
down from one generation to the 
next, and not to be ruthlessly 
chopped up for fire- wood, as we 
do here in Canada. Our boys 
never dreamed of such a lack of 
wood, and it must have been 
quite a shock to them when they 
finally realized fence-posts were 
literally worth their weight in- 
gold. 

Speaking of gold reminds mc 
of money, and we now are quite 
accustomed to seeing in our 
letters that certain things cost ko 
many krona. Kronus, by the 
way, is divided into 100 auras. 1 
judge a krona, roughly speaking, 
would be about equal to our 
Canadian quarter, or an English 
shilling, but I really think its 
purchasing power is about double 
that of our Canadian quarter or 
a British shilling. It means a lot 
of change to carry around; and 1 
understand too that the fate of 
exchange is pretty high, so I'd 
advise relatives of the boys to 
send gifts of candy, chocolates. 
cigarettes or warm clothing in 
place of money, especially as 
there are quite a few things that 
are very expensive to buy away 
up there within the Arctic circle. 
You may think me using my 
imagination overtime when I ad- 
mit I have no real reason for say- 
ing that I believe the Royal 
Regiment has been moved from 
Iceland. Indications point to 
that, at least in my mind, and if 
so, our interest in Iceland, will 
soon wane, I am afraid. Indica- 
tions that may appeal to a 
woman's intuition, where she has 
no reason, if logic Is brought into 
account. 

Wouldn't it be queer if, before 
this gets into print, my "deduc- 
tions" should prove true? Gen- 
eral Odium, commander of the 
Second Division, of which the 
Royal Regiment is part, has an- 
nounced his intention of having 
the whole Division together 
under his command, and they arc 
to bo given intensive training, in 
readiness, I take It, for the "Big 
Push" as the troops say, in the 
.spring. Well, as the rest of the 
Second Division is already in 



Kngland, my guess is that the 
Royal will shortly be sent there 
too, to make the Division up to 
strength. Anybody's guess, of 
course, is as good as the next one, 
but it has left me with an uncer- 
tain feeling as to the Royals* 
whereabouts! i 

Letters received in Newmarket 
the last letters up to date, told of 
a big church parade to a church 

in Reykjavik, the capital, in full 
war equipment, steel helmets. 
rifles and all, with the big dog 
("Royal," I expect, Col. Basher's 
beautiful huge St. Bernard) 
marching in front. i 

"We gave the folks an eyeful!" 

one letter stated! They so often 

have a battalion church parade 

before leaving for another base. 

Then too, another letter from one 

who had been on the little Island 

to the south of Iceland, said the 

people there wept when the 

platoon there was recalled to the 

mainland to join the regiment. 

, Why did they cry unless the 

troops were leaving Iceland? 

j I did not finish my article the 

! other day — and I am glad now 1 

j didn't, for I have still a further 

"Hunch" that our six Newmarket 



boys are no longer away up in 
the Arctic! It was certainly the 
land of the midnight sun when 
they arrived nearly six months 
ago— but every letter tells how 
gradually the nights are darker 
and darker, till early in October 
it was pilch dark at seven o'clock. 

But what about that "Hunch?" 
It came over the air that a cer- 
tain mid-Ontario regiment, and a 
.Montreal regiment, had landed 
safely in England this week. 
Well, have you heard of any regi- 
ment from here leaving for over- 
seas, for we surely are mid- 
Ontario, now aren't we? And 
our R.R.C.'s are a Toronto Regi- 
ment, and with them were High- 
landers from Montreal, j 

Then, to strengthen my suspic- 
ion, in last night's Star (Monday, 
Nov. 1) on page 2, Is the picture 
of Col. Basher's big St. Bernard 
and underneath "Lance Private 
Royal" readies Kngland with 
regiment." Then the Writing in 
connection says, "A certain On- 
tario battalion whose safe arrival 
in Kngland was announced at the 
weekend, took with it a 200- 
pound St. Bernard "Lance-Priv- 
atc-Royal" it was reported to- 
day, j 

You may recall that I had a 
"Hunch" earlier on in the spring 
that they had been sent to Ice- 
land. So what if now my pre- 
diction again comes true! Well 
then, our six Newmarket boys of 
the Royal Regiment will cele- 
brate Christmas in "Mcrrie Kng- 
land." We shall soon know, I 
feel sure. If I am wrong I'll 
write that promised article on 
'The Land of the Midnight Sun," 
which will be the "Land of a 
Continual Black-out" from now 
till next May, and by then we'll 
have had more letters from our 
six boys.

REDUCTION IN C.O.D. FEE 
WILL BENEFIT MANY FIRMS 



Several lines of Canadian busi- 
ness will reap considerable 
advantage from the reduction to 
be made in the Post Office Cash 
on Delivery fee for amounts up 
to and including $2 in value. 
Hon. William P. Mulock, K.C., 
M.P., Postmaster General has 
announced that effective on 
November 18, the charge will be 
10 cents instead of 15 cents. 

The reduction of one third- 
five cents— to be effected will be 
an encouragement to business in 
general to increase the use of 
Post Office C.O.D. when mailing 
smaller values of merchandise to 
customers within the Dominion. 

The new revision too will 
prove .welcome to manufactur- 
ers, jobbers, and in particular to 
retailers by enlarging their scope 
to develop new business which 
the ten cent fee has made worth 
while. Farmers stand to benefit 
equally, as the new charge will 
induce them to use Post Office 
C.O.D. to greater extent in selling 
their fresh eggs or produce to 
city customers. The latter by 
phoning their orders are assured 
of fresh commodities and prompt 
service when the farmer % uses 
Post Office C.O.D. coupled with 
the low Parcel Post rate applic- 
able to places within a 20 mile 
radius of the point of mailing. 

Hardware firms among others, 
should be attracted to use of the 
system now when mailing such 
items as tools, ironwear," kitchen- 
wear, paints, auto accessories, 

flashlight batteries, radio parts, 
sporting goods or similar stock. 
The revised charge should prove 
of equal advantage to jewellery 
houses, photographic finishing 
houses, stationery and book 
firms, and to repair businesses. 

An instance of how Post Office 
C.O.D. has proved its usefulness 

in rushing spare parts of auto or 
farm machinery was reported re- 
cently in the case of a farmer 
whose threshing was halted be- 
cause a small but important piece 
of the mechanism of his thresh- 
ing machine had broken, which 
he was unable to repair. He 
phoned the dealer in the city who 
rushed the necessary replace- 
ments by the next mail, and so 
he was saved time and expens?. 

The Cash on Delivery system 
introduced by the Canadian Posi 
Office Department in 1022 has

(Continued from Page 1, Col. 7) 
war at such a meeting: the town 
hall would be well filled, with 
both men and women in attend- 
ance. Last Wednesday only 25 
people, including: only one man, 
were present*

The hand of tragedy readied 
forth stealthily in the dark hours 
of late Saturday night, Nov. 2. 
.and claimed George Shepherd 
Stone, aged 47. of King, as its 
untimely victim. George left 
Richmond Hill at 10.15 p.m., Nov. 
2, with a hunting party, on a 
northbound hunter's special for 
South Maguetewan. George Agas 
was one of the party also. De- 
ceased had taken his blanket, 
stating he. intended to sleep. His 
absence was not noted until some 
! time later, when the train was 
| near its destination. His mutil- 
ated body was found on the 
C.N.R. right-of-way, near Port 
Curling. He had fallen from the 
train, and either the train he was 
on or the following train had 
passed over his body. 

The Stone family have been 
aware of recent heart attacks, 
and are of the opinion that a fatal 
seizure may have come upon 
him. The body was brought to 
his late residence on Monday 
afternoon, and the funeral ser- 
vice was held on Tuesday, Nov. 
5, from King United Church, at 
2.30 p.m. 

Mr. Stone, always known as 
George, obtained his high school 
training at Newmarket, and en- 
tered into the employ of the 
railway as mail clerk, about the 
age of 18, at Calgary. Alberta. 
When 21 years old, lie enlisted 
in the Canadian forces of the last 
war, serving four years in active 
service, with (he famous 10th 
battalion of which he became 
regimental sergeant-major. lie 
won five army medals, and his 
commistson at the Battle of the 
Somme. 

In 1910 he married T^orna 
Crossley of King, and some lime 
later he settled in his father's 
business in King, the bakery 
business. Since his father's death 
10 years ago this month, he has 
managed this huge business con- 
cern. 

Deceased was past master of 
the Robertson Masonic 292, King; 
a member of the I.O.O.F., a 
member of the Orange Lodge, 
and past president of North York 
Veterans' Association. He also 
served two terms as trustee of 
King public school. He belonged 
to the United Church, j 

The only son of Mrs. Stone and 
the late George II. Stone, de- 
ceased was widely known in 
many circles. Like his father, 
his. generosity and kindness of 
heart was unbounded. His was 
the virtue that found Its quiet 
way into lives of the unfortunate; 
that entered into the unwritten 
records of worthy causes, church 
and community welfare . His 
early passing and the painful 
circumstances of his death, have 
cast a deep sorrow over the com- 
munity and a lasting grief to his 
family. Surviving are his widow 
and two children, Jack and Mar- 
Jorie; his mother, Mrs. George 
II. Stone; two sisters, Mrs. Thos. 
Proctor (Blanche) of Schomherg; 
Mrs. II. If. Whitney (Grace), 
Slnghampton.
